Ameri- 
ean Red Cross officials decided today 
to conduct an immediate campaign 
for a $5,000,000 relief fund. Contri- 
butions already are being received at 
headquarters here.

San Francisco, Cal., September 4.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
havoe wrought by earthquake, fire, 
tidal waves and storms in Tokio, Yoko- 
hama and vicinity since noon remain- 
ed tonight as far from being accur- 
ately estimated as at any previous 
time, due to the isolation of the local- 
itr, to the excited condition and the 
sad plight of most of the survivors and 
to the difficulty with which such an 
estimate can be made. 

Brief reports and messages from va- 
rious sectjons of Japan and the Orient 
have made their way to the Associated 
Press. Estimates of the casualties 
during the day ranged from 100,000 to 
500,000. The former fagure was re- 
ported from Moscow, where it was said 
higher estimates were believed to be 
exaggerations. The latter figure came 
to the Associated Press from Peking, 
where it was received by wireless from 


the Mitsui wireless agency of Japan.

Geneva, September 4.—(By the As-

drama was played at Geneva todgy 
when Greece appeared before a hur- 
riedly convoked public session of the 
council of the League of Nations and 
announced new terms for a settlement 
with Italy. The Greek proposals were 
as follows: 

“The Greek government suggests: 

Firstly, that the council should ap- 
point one or more neutral representa- 
tives (.\) to superintend in Greece 
the judicial inquiry whick ‘the Greek 
authorities have already begun and 
also the trial of those responsible for 
the Janina murders; (B) assist in the 
work of the commission which Greece 
has propored through the council of

Warmly defending the building pro- 
gram of the Atlanta‘public school 
system, William A. Sutton, superin- 
tendent of city schools, in an address

Wide sections are being blown 
up. and back fires started. 

Good water is practically unobtain- 
able. Thousands are drinking polluted 
water from the river and the park 
Inkes, despite the efforts of officials 
who have distributed handbills warn- 
ing them of pestilence dangers. 

Of the reports brought here from 
Tokio the saddest are those that tell 
of the search for the dead. T.iterally 
tens of thousands are scrambling over 
the ruins, seeking, with stoic faces, the 
hodies of their families. It is reported 
that 1.000 peonle have committed sui- 
cide, slashing themselves to death upon 
the hodies of their dead. others, mnd- 
dened, throwing themselves into the 
river, 

Through the throngs engaged in this 
ghastly search wander piteous figures, 
the silent glazed-eyed figures of in- 
sane, whose Inst memory of life will be 
that awful moment when their world 
ernashed ahont them.

Of U.S. in Japan 


Numerous Passengers Left 
President Lincoln August 
28 in Quake Zone.

Pekin, September 4.—Mystery veils 
the face of the thousand or more 
Americans in Japan. 

In the welter of messages picked 
out of the ether here, there is scant 
mention of American casualties in the 
general sweep of disaster. It is re- 
ported that the list of dead and miss- 
ing foreigners is so large that officials 
hesitate to release it until it has been 
thoroughly checked. 

The Jmperial hotel in Tokio is re- 
ported safe, however. “This was a 
center of American social life and 
many Americans lived there. 

Osaka dispatches state that 40 for- 
eigners are dead in the Hakone dis- 
trict, ang that at Tokio and Yoko- 
hama destitute Americans and ®uro- 
peans are standing in the rice vation 
lines with natives. 

American Consul Killed. 

It is reported that the American 

consul at Yokohama was killed with 
his wif2 in the collapse of the con- 
sultate. The British consul at Yoko- 
hama is also reported dead. 
The American legation here is mak- 
ing efforts to communicate with the 
American ambassador in Tokio, but 
thus far the efforts have been fruit- 
less, 

* The Rockefeller hospital has 
patched a messenger from Osaka to 
search for five missing American 
members of its staff, including Dr. 
and Mrs. McCullough and Miss E. B. 
MacMillan. They were last seen in 
Yokohama.

underwritten and an additional value of 
equipment and explosives will Dring the 
state fund up to $20,000, or half the amount 
offered by the forest sérvice.

Escaped Convict, 
So He Gives Up

Ira Colbert wants to go to prison. 
He says its his conscience that makes 


freedom undesirable and renders the 


thought of steel bars and _ shackles 
alluring. Anyway, on Tuesday Ira 
was accomodated 

It seems that over five years ago— 
in January, 1918,—Ira began serving 
a term of four years in the state peni- 
tentiary, imposed by the Fulton county 
courts for robbery. 

In February, 1921, with but three 
or four months of his sentence to go— 
he had received about five months off 
for good behavior, Ira escaped. He 
was in Milton county and one day he 
decided it wouJd be easy to walk away 
from the convict gang, so he walked. 

It proved to be just as easy as Ira 
imagined and ever since then there ‘has 
been absolutely no difficulty about re- 
maining at liberty. For Ira says he 
has been living here in Atlanta with 
his mother all the time and let him 

alone is one thing the police haven't 
done nothing else but. 

But every time Ira saw a police- 
man his spirit cringed. Every time 
he heard the Reverend exhort and ex- 
pound at the Sunday morning service 
his conscience writhed. Every time 
he looked at the imposing dome of the 
state capitol he felt ashamed to think 
of the three or four months of labor he 
was cheating the state out of. 

So on Tuesday he presented himself 
nt the office of the state prison com- 
mission. He announced that he had 
come to finish serving his term and 
“set his conscience clear.” An of- 
ficer was assigned to take him back 
to the prison camp from which he had 
taken his unofficial leave and where 
he will finish off his term. 

But this time it will be for about 
nine months. Because, of course, the 
five months reduction for good be- 
havior is a dead letter now. The es- 
cape wiped all that clemency out. 

However, at the end of nine months 
there will be one young colored citizen 
of Atlanta who will walk the streets 
with a clear conscience, look the police 
force unflinchingly in the eye, and 
pass the capitol without a single 
qualm. For Ira will have paid his 
debt to society in full. 


SUTTON ANNOUNCES 
ENROLLMENT RULES 


With only four days remaining be- 
fore public schools of Atlanta open 
for the 1923-24 term, considerable con- 
fusion on the part of parents enroll- 
ing their children in various schools is 
being experienced at the superintend- 
ent’s office. For this reason Super- 
intendent Willis A. Sutton has enum- 
ix of the most important rules 
for enrollment of students with which 
he urges parents to acquaint them- 
selves and save much valuable time to 
the administrative department of the 
schools 

The superintendent’s 
follow: 

1. Children who have never been entered 
In the Atlanta schools, whether new resi- 
dents or children coming of school or 
kindergarten age, must present a vaccina- 
tion certificate at the ajtendance depart- 
ment on the 6th floor of the city hall. 
There a ticket will be issued. This ticket 
admits to school. Vaccination certificate 
can be had from city health department, 
Sra floor city hall. 

2. No tickets will. Se issued at any of 
the schools and no child will be accepted 
at any school without a ticket. 

8. If a child was in the public schools 
at the close of the last session, a ticket 
was made out at that time, and no further 
ticket is needed. 

4. Children who live outside of the city 
limits, or who are living with some relative 
or board’ng in the city, must first pay one- 
half vear's tuition to the business manager, 
Mr. R. L. MeCullough, on the fourth floor 
of the city hall. The receipt for tuition 
with the vaccination certificate should then 
he presented at the attendance department, 
fifth floor, city hall. A ticket will be 
issued if there is room for the child. Tui- 
tion for grammar schools ig $50.00 per year: 
for junior and senior high schools, $100.00 
per year. 

5. Some children have been transferred 
from one school to another. If there is 
any discussion of this transfer, go direct to 
Mr. M. E. Coleman on the fifth floor of 
the city hall. 

6. General office hours for the public: 
Tuesday, Wednesday,\ Thursday, Friday—2 
to 3:30 o’clock; Saturday—9 to 1 o'clock.

died ginger root. | 
A good dessert calls for a cup of 


sugar, whites of two eggs, a half cup 
orange juice, one tablespoon lemon 
‘juice, whipping cream, a half cup 
of finely chopped ginger and one and 
a half tablespoons of gelatine. Beil 
the sugar in a half cup of water for 
five minutes. Then add the gelatiné 
that has been soaked in two table- 
spoons of cold water. Beat the egg 
whites stiff and pour the gelatine and 
sugaft on to them, whipping the while. 
Now beat the cream and gradually add 
the orange and lemon, and finally 
then the ginger. Fold the gelatine 
mixture inte the whipped cream mix- 
ture and pour it into a mould to stiff- 
fen. You may use a piece of preserv- 
‘ed ginger as a garnish.

to Nome, Alaska, August 31, after 

his dash into the Arctic to rescue four 
white men and one Eskimo woman 
marooned there since September, 

1921. 

The psrty was landed on Wrangell 


'Island under instructiong from Vil- 


hjalmur Stefansson, the Polar ex- 
plorer, for the purpose of claiming it 
for the British king on behalf of 
Canada. A relief ship was to have 
visited the island the following year, 
but owing to heavy ice was unable 
to reach the waiting marooners and 
they were forced to spend another 
year of exile. No word had been 
heard from them or of them since they 
landed in 1921, and grave fears had 
been expressed regarding their safety. 
Harold Noice, though young, already 
a veteran of the Arctic, was chosen 
this year to lead the rescue expedi- 
tion with instructions to get threugh 
without fail. The first installment of 
his enthralling story follows: 


BY HAROLD NOICE. 

Nome, Alaska, September 
“Wranzel Island or bust,” was our 
slogan when we left Point Hope be- 
hind us the ninth of August and head- 
(ed northwest into the Arctie ocean. 
| Would we get through, what would 
'we find em that forlorn Arctic island? 
Would we get through? What would 
and still waiting patiently for the 
screcor which had been so painfully 
long in coming or would we find 
nothing but the corpses of the gal- 
lant band?

He and I had been with Stef- 
ansson on a number of the latter's 
long sledges in the north, and we 
were once fellow invalids with scurvy, 
when our chief brought us promptly 
back to health on a rigorous diet of 
raw caribou meat. 
Envisions .of Unfortunates. 


1 could visualize the little party as 
they landed on the island in Septem- 
ber, 1921, full of youthful enthusiasm. 
I could see them with a well stocked 
larder comfortably housel for 
that first long winter, tending at in- 
tervals their lines of traps. I could 
imagine their relief ag the sun re- 
turned, and later on the snow de- 
parted from the land and the ocean 
ice began to move, It was not hard 
for me to realize their terrible disap- 
pointment as the summer passed and 
the ice failed to open up sufficiently 
for a ship to get through. 

Or, perhaps the ice had cleared 
away for a few days, or maybe longer, 
and no ship had come. How they 
would climb to the top of the nearest 
hill and gaze out over ocean for sight 
of a sail. Then perhaps the ice had 
closed in again, not to leave for that 
vear. But they would hope for relief 
until the last. Would their courage 
suffice for another winter? Would 
their supplies admit of further delay, 
even though their courage might still 
be higi? Beyond this point I must 
admit my speculations were tinged 
with fear. But, though fearing the 
worst, I still hoped for the best. 


Day Was Zestful. 


It was hard, moreover, to be gloomy 
on such a day. The sea wag free of 
ice, the temperature was around fifty 
degrees, and the Donaldson, her deck 
cluttered with two walrus hide boats, 
twenty shaggy Eskimo dogs, sleds, 
hunting gear and all the various im- 
pediments of an Arctie expedition, 
plugged steadily ahedd in spite of a 
stiff wind which we had encountered 
shortly before rounding the point. 

The next day we began to look for 
ice as we had made considerable 
progress north and could now expect 
to meet it almost any time, but still. 
so far as we could see from the 
crow’s nest, the ocean was all big 
green seas without a suggestion of 
the pack. 

Then during the night the temper- 
ature dropped to 37 degrees and at 
4:30 a. m., August 11, we ran into 
a field of scattered ice which we 
began to work through. But as we 
advanced the ice ahead became more 
tightly packed and we shortly fuund 
ourselves unable to move against it. 
We squirmed back into clear water 
and then turned gouthwest along the 


edge of the floe in search of an open- 

ing which might carry us on our 

way to Wrangel. Then, almost with- 

out warning, down came the fog. 
Peril Menaces Relief. 


Our position was now extremely 
‘perilous. There we were within a 
| short distance of nuge cakes of ice, 
| from 30 to 50 feet in thickness and 
j}about an acre or more in height. 
| which were plunging and rearing 
|about in the heavy chop, and any 
one of which might easily crush our 
fragile bark like an egg. In clear 
weather these cake« could have been 
easily avoided, but here we were, ice, 
ocean and ship, shrouded in a thick, 
impenetrable mantel of gloom. 

As if matters were not already bad 
enough, the engine:, which had been 
severely tested in -he fight with the 
ice floes, gave up the struggle and, 
with a last despairing gurgle, subsid- 
ed into silence. I rushed to the en- 
gineroom te see what was the mat- 
ter while the crew «nd Eskimos stood 
by with long pike poles to fend us 
off from the ghostly shadows which 
ever and anon loomed through the 


fog. 

“What's the matcer with the thing 
now?” I inquired. Williams and 
Earle, the engineers, were feverishhy 
overhauling the most vulnerable parts 
of the mechanism ¢nd at length an- 
nounced that the needle valve had 
broken. Meanwhile there was much 
muttered comment from the two en- 
gineers which I could not distinctly 
hear, and which I doubt if I could 
with propriety bave transmitted to 
you had I done so. The engineers were 
resourceful, I therefore transferred 
my attention to the menacing floes 
again. I was just an time. 

Iceberg Looms Over Ship. 

Suddenly a vast white mass like a 
chostly floating castle with thousands 
|of tons of green Sea water cascading 
‘from its battlements as it rose and 
sunk ponderously “in the swell, bore 
duwn upon us. We were between it 
and the line of the pack, and for a 
few minutes it seemed that our craft 
must be crushed. Then, in a few mo- 
ments, we heard the thrice welcome 
chug of the engines. The engineers 
bad overcome, temporarily, the effects 
cf the broken needle valve by squirt- 
ing gasoline into the carbureter. One 
man stood at the carbureter and the 
| other at the clutch and in this waygwe 
were enabled, just in time, to back 
out of our dangerous position. With 
the first officer, Hans Olaf, at the 
wheel and myself in the rigging wt 
were working the boat clear of the 
floe and then with the wheel hard to 
starboard we sheered off just in time 
to avoid a collision. 

Shortly after, the fog lifted and we 
could see smooth, open water beyond 
a long tongue of firm ice which pro- 
jected out to the Avestward. We had 
to follow this for several miles before 
we were able to round its point and 
cain comparative shelter in its lee. 
We then tied up to a large floe and 
a the engineers to finish their 
job. 


More Open Water. 

The pack ahead wa _ for the most 
part composed of heavy shore ice 
which had evidently drifted away 
from the land,.for we saw a good deal 
of sand and dirt upon it. The next 
day we steamed seven miles further 
and came into another stretch of open 
water with the edge of the pack run- 
ning north by west. We followed 
along this for about 24 miles and 
finally found our progress blocked by 
a great sheet of ice running east and 
west. We then decided to buck the 
pack again, heading directly for 
Wrangel, which was by now only 
about thirty miles distant. And then 
down came the fog once more, and 
closer crept the ice-fields. We drift- 
ed with the current in the direction 
of Herald island thirty-eight miles 
west of Wrangel, This was 2 a. m. 
August 13. The fog held all that day 
and on until the afternoon of the 
next when it cleared sufficiently for 
me to take an observation. I found 
that our drift during the preceding 
forty hours had brought us within 
seven miles of Herald island. 

Then for five days solid we alter- 
nately bucked ice, drifted, backed up 
and fought off menacing ice cakes. It 
was one continual succession of fogs 
with rain and mist, filling in the in- 
tervals. We hardly saw the sun in 
all that time. When the fog lifted 
for a few minutes or perhaps longer, 
we would worm our way through the 
tortuous lanes between .the floating 
cakes of ice. Then when it descend- 
ed again we would tie up to what 
seemed a secure cake and wait the 
weather's favor. 

Arrive at Arctic Goal. 

As we slowly approached Wrangel, 
the pack became more open, the leads 
of water between the floes became 
freer of obstructions and we had to 
buck less solid ice. Finally, on Aug- 
ust 9, we smashed through the last 
barrier and entered a narrow lane of 
water which bordered the east coast 
of Wrangel Island. 

Wrangel Island at last. The goal 


formerly of the great house of Sat- 


suma, is reported to have been killed 
in the disaster. Several others of 
royal blood also are said to have lost 
their lives or have been injured. 


NATION’S LEADERS + 
ARE MISSING. 


Shanghai, September 4.—Advices 
from Tokio say that the second son 
of Prince Higashi-Kuni was killed in- 
stantly in the earthquake, Marshal 
Prince Kan-In, a descendfint of the 
113th emperor, is missing. Keijiro 
Okano and Yoshiro Hiranuma, min- 
isters of education and justice, respect- 
ively, in the new cabinet, have been 
missing since the first earthquake 
shock. 


FOOD SUPPLIES 
ARE COMMANDEERED. 

New York, September 4.—Stock, 
yarn and rice exchanges at Ozaka have 
been closed and the Japanese cabinet 
has authorized prefecture governors to 
commandeer all supplies necessary to 
provide food and clothing for the des- 
titute, says a cable message received 
here today at the New York offices 
of Fitsui & Cm, Japanese importers, 
ffom their Osaka agents. 


RIOTING MENACES 
DESTROYED CITIES. 

Shanghai, September 4.—Reports 
received here today said _ rioting 
menaced the destroyed Japanese cities. 
Two hundred Koreans, driven from 
Tokio by soldiers enforcing martial 
law, procured arms in Hachioji, near 
the capital, and started a disturbance. 
The police were arming officials and 
citizens to cope with the situation, 
according to.a Japanese news agency, 
which stated that the revolting Ko- 
reans had connections between Tokio 
and Yokohama. 


MANY-FOREIGNERS 
DEAD AT YOKOHAMA. 

London, September 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The British consul 
at Yokohama and about 100 of the 
foreign residents of the city are be- 
lieved to be dead, according to dis- 
patches receivea by the Central News 
by wey of Shanghai. Shipping is still 
unable to enter Yokohama harbor, 
haa to continued submarine upheav- 
als. 


DETROIT VOTES $25,000 
FOR AID IN JAPAN. 
Detroit, Mich., September 4.—The

PRINCE REGENT HELPS.

RICE FOR SHIPMENT 
TO JAPAN IS ASKED. 

Baton Rouge, La., September 4.— 
In response to an appeal from Michio 
Kaku, Japanese consul in New Or- 
leans, Governor Parker today tele- 
graphed all leading rice mills and fae 
tories in Louisiana asking for a re- 
port of stocks on hand or available for 
early shipment to Japan to relieve the 
famine which the consul believes is 
certain as a result of the earthquake. 


BRITISH INSURANCE 
COMPANIES SUFFER. 

Loudon, September 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The financial heart 
of London, where thousands of Brit- 
ons make their living insurtng their 
fellowmen against all manner of mis 
fortune, cannot estimate even rough- 
ly how many million’ pounds will have 
to be paid to policyholders as the re- 
sult of the catastrophe in Japan. 

Underwriters fear their heavy losses 
will be on marine policies, since or- 
dinary fire policies do not protect 
their holders against earthquakes. 
There ie no information that any big 
ships have been lost, but it is felt 
sure in London that many small eraft 
have heen damaged and sunk with 
enormous cargoes. Warehouses in 
Yekohama which have been protecte] 
by instrance supposedly have been 
lost. The most modern cargo clauses 
in marine policies cover goods “from 
warehouse to warehouse” so the un- 
derwriters may have to accept heavy 
lesses on goods which were really in 
the course of inland transportation or 
were stored awaiting shipment. 

Great quantities of such goods on 
the docks of Yokohama are reported 
to have been destroyed. 

Several vessels in the course of con 
struction in the Japanese shipyarids« 
were covered by London companies 
and many residents of Japan were in 
sured Wy London honses against death 
by accident. In addition there were

WALKER 10 NAME 
TAX COMMISSION 


Governor Clifford Walker, back at 
his desk after a week of rest spent at 
his home in Monroe, Ga., was busy 
Tuesday preparing to complete the 
commission which he is to appoint for 
study of Georgia's financial needs and 
ty recommend the most desirable sys- 
tem of tax reform for the state which 
they can work out. 

The governor stated that he was not 
yer ready to announce the personnel 
of the commission, largely on the 
ground that he wants to be assured 
thet every man hamed on it wil! be 
willing and able to serve. 

The commission will in all proh- 
ability number about 12. It is the 
governors present intcntion to name 
possibly two members to represent the 
banking interests of the state, twe 
from the ranks of the manufacturers, 
two general business men, two farm- 
ers and two members each from the 
house of the representatives and the 
state senate. 


Two Names Mentioned. 


The only names yet mentioned as 
members of the commission 
J. DeJarnette, of Eatonton, 
former member of the state senate, 
and Dr. J. H. T. McPherson, of the 
faculty of the University of Georgia, 
Both of these men are well known as 
students of the principles of taxation 
and it is known that they are very 
highly regarded by the governor for 
their knowledge of the subject. They 
both appeared during the last session 
of the legislature before committees 
studying the general tax reform 
problem. 

It is the governor's desire that the 
commission he shall appoint give prac- 
t'cally all of September and October to 
stu ly of the subject and be ready to 
make a comprehensive report to the 
legislature when it convenes in extra- 
ordinary session on November 7. He 
wilt probably direct that public heaer- 
ings be heard in various sections of the 
state, thus giving every one the op- 
portunity to lay his ideas on taxation 
before the body for its consideration. 

Governor Will Help. 

The commission also, of course, wil! 
kuve the benefit of the lengthy study 
of the question which the governor 
hiwnself made previous to his inaugu- 
ration. He traveled over many states 
studving their tax systems and it is 
believed, with this information avail- 
able, the commission will be able to 
devise a plan for raising Georgia's 
needed revenue which will at least 
prove acceptable to a large majority 
of the people of the state. 

The governor took no action Tues- 
day on the appointment of a state 
game and fish warden, to succeed J, 
Frank Rhodes, whose term expired on 
September 1. It is understood that 
there is a possibility Mr. Rhodes may 
be reappointed, at least for a_ time, 
and many of his friends throughout
